ty, Virginia, and ‘charged with the! 
murder on August 9, three days after 
they made their escape here, of Wiil 
Reeves, a prosperous farmer living 
near Salisbury, N. C. 

Massie and Alien were taken only 
after both had been shot with buck- 
shot after trying to make their get- 
away from Massie's father’s house in 
the mountains where they were found 
hy the posse, They are in a hospital 
at Lynchburg, Va.. and Massie is not 
expected to live. 

Ralph A. Bynum, who escaped with 


them from DeKalb, was arrested in 
Atlanta Tuesday by federal officers 
and is now in Fulton tower. 

Massie and Allen, described in Vir- 
ginia dispatches as ‘alleged bad men,” 
were trapped at the home of Massie 4 
father. Officers who had watched the 
house all Tuesday night, saw them 
enter in the early hours of dawn 
Wednesday. “They rushed the house 
and the two fugitives dashed from the 
rear door, heading for the near-hy 
Piney river, When they ignored com- 
mands to halt. a Lynchburg police- 
man, W. DD. Torrence, fired with an 
automatic shotgun. Both fell into the 
river. Vulled out by the officers they 
were handenffed and taken to the 
hospital at Lynchburg, where Massie 
is not expected to survive. Allen's 
wounds are less serious. 

The farmer, Reeves, was shot on 
the night of August 9 by two men 
who posed as convict camp guards 
seeking escaped prisoners. He was 
said to keep large sums of money 
in his home and robbery is the mo- 
tive advanced by Carolina authorities. 

The car used by the men who shot 
Reeves was identified as the property 
of Elmer Waggoner. a brother-in-law 
of Allen. He was questioned and 
officers quoted -him as saying that 
Allen and Massie had been using his 
car on the night of the murder.

Roosevelt said he thought existing leg- 
islation gave federal authorities am- 
ple power to protect the nation agaiast 
unwarranted increases in the price of 


food.~ 


He followed this by summoning to 
the White Huse Secretaries Wallace, 
Ickes, Perkins, and others to discuss 
what additional steps are necessary 
to provide relief for those hardest 
hit by the dry siege. 

Within the scope of that parley 
were crop plans for next year and 
methods to prevent gouging of the na- 
tion’s consumers. 

Plenty of Food. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he did not an- 
ticipate emergencies beyond those ex- 
isting; that there was plenty of food, 
despite decimation of crops in wide 
areas, but that if a crisis arose, due 
to the maneuvering of selfish inter- 
ests, he was prepared to meet it. 

Beyond that. he indirectly gave his 
approval to Secretary Wallace's ail- 
ministration of the agricultura! ad- 
justment act and to the law itself. 
No basic change in the policies that 
have been pursued. to help the farm- 
er, he indicated, are contemplated, At 
the time the farm act Was passed, the 
president frankly termed it an’ experi- 
ment.

GUURT DISMISSES 
RAIL RATE CASE 


U. S. Judges Refuse To 
Act; Attorneys To En- 
ter State Courts. 


Denied a federal injunction Wed- 
nesday to prevent the Georgia public 
service commission from putting into 
effect on August 20 an 18 per cent 
class freight rate reduction, attorneys 
for 44 railroads operating in the state 


said they would carry their plea to 
the state courts. 

A three-judge federai court. made 
up of Circuit Judge Richard W. Walk- 
er. of Huntsville, Rla.; District Judge 
Wiliam I. Grubb, of Birmingham, 
Ala., and District Judge E. Marvin 
Underwood, of Atlanta, dismissed the 
railroads’ injunction petition on the 
ground that federal court had no 
jurisdiction, under the federal John- 
son bill, to interfere with the orders 
of state utility regulatory bodies. The 
Johnson bill provides utilities must 
take their grievances into the state 
courts. 

In dismissing the injunction peti- 
tion, the court held that the public 
|service commission’s 18 per cent class 
freight rate reduction was a separate 
and distinct action from the previous 
28 per cent reduction order which 
was injoined by the federal court. 

The question whether the newest 
rate reduction order was a distinct 
and separate action from the previous 
order, or whether it was merely sup- 
plementary to the 28 per cent rate or- 
der, was the question around which 
the discussion by attorneys for both 
state and railroads revolved. 

As soon as the case was called, As- 
sistant Attorney-General John Goree, 
who has had charge of the public 
service commission cases throughout 
the recent litigation, moved for a dis- 
missal of the petition on the ground 
the Johnson bill took away the fed- 
eral court's authority. 

Sidney S. Alderman, of Washing- 
ton, special counsel representing the 
railroads, argued that the present 
hearing was not a separate action 
from the previous order which was 
enjoined, but merely supplementary, 
and that therefore the court had 
authority to act. At the time the 
Johnson bill was signed, the previous 
rate cut order was pending in federal 
court, and therefore came under the 
federal court's jurisdiction. 

Mr. Alderman cited many instances, 
including the Missouri rate cases of 
1905, to prove his contention that the 
supreme court of the United States 
had recognized that actions similar 
to the present case were supplemen- 
tary, and a part of, previous orders 
such as the 28 per cent order of a 
few weeks ago. 

Mr. Alderman argued also that the 
18 per cent rate cut was just as con- 
fiscatory as the first and said that 
despite the fact that the railroads 
were public carriers, their revenue 
could not be so cut that it would fail 
to cover the “out-of-pocket” costs of 
operation.

, audience, said no community in the 
state had suffered more than Way- 
cross from the “damage done the rail- 
roads and buses and trucks carrying 
passengers for hire” over the high- 
ways. 

“Do not get the idea that I am out 
making a special plea for the rail- 
roads,” Gilliam said. “I own no rail- 
road stock or railroad bond. -I have 
never worked a day for a railroad. I 
have no relatives who work for rail- 
roads. 

“The railroads pay more taxes in 
Géorgia than any other class of prop- 
erty except real estate and if we al- 
low the cut-throat competition of mo- 
tor carriers for hire to drive them 
into the hands of the federal govern- 
ment, then we lose those taxes. That's 
where my interest comes into the pic- 
ture, and it’s where your interest 
comes into the picture. 

“But even if you had no railroads 
in Georgia—if every mile of railroad 
track was taken up and hauled away, 
as a good many miles of it has been— 
and if freight and passengers were 
hauled exclusively by motor vehicles, 
what would you then consider would 
be a fair basis of taxation for motor 
cartiers for hire? 

“The officers for hire contributed 
nothing to the cost of your highway 
system. ‘They are pre-empting the 
highways for commercial railroads into 
bankruptcy.” 

Gilliam said he proposed to make 
motor lines pay not less than $250 
per vehicle per year for the privilege 
of operating and then a tax of 30 
per cent on their gross receipts, the 
money to go into the general state 
fund.

PITTMAN PRAISES 


D.RATHARTWELL 


in Speech Promises Co- 
operation With “New 
Deal.” 


HARTWELL, Ga., Aug. 15.—Judge 
Claude Pittman said in a political 
speech here today that Georgia farm- 
ers have Governor Talmadge’s “num- 
ber in this campaign”.and that the 
governor was “in for a sad awakening 
on September 12” if he thought he was 
“more popular” in Georgia than Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

“Eugene Talmadge calls himself the 
friend of the farmer and working 
man,” the Cartersville jurist said, 


“but his official record proves beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that he is the 
greatest obstructionist in the south, 
except Huey Long, against the presi- 
dent’s magnificent effort to help the 


Saying Roosevelt had done more for 
the common people of the nation and 
the state than any president in 50 
years, Judge Pittman promised to sup- 
port the president’s recovery program 
and “co-operate with him in his strug- 
gle to give the common people a 
square deal,” 

The judge said the only issue in 
the present campaign was “whether 
or not the money of Talmadge and his 
campaign advisers can corrupt the vot- 
ers in a majority of the Georgia coun- 
ties.” 

Pittman said he was not in the run- 
ning “if the governorship is to go to 
the highest bidder.” 

Has Covered State. 

“But F have travelled all over Geor- 
gia,” he continued, “and I am con- 
vinced that with all their money, with 
all their promises of political favors, 
with aJl their intimidation, that they 
can never get the people of Georgia 
to sanction the Talmadge dictator- 
ship, going hand in hand with cor- 
ruption.” 

ittman said he would ask for a 
restriction of the governor's pardon- 
ing power, the creation of a scate 
patrol, strict enforcement of laws and 
repeal of laws that a majority of the 
people are not willing to enfurce and 
co-operation between state and county 
governments and between the three 
branches of the state government. 

Pittman charged that Governor 
Talmadge “called the CCC boys bums 
and loafers and no matter how hard 
he tries to “ge | that statement, he 
can’t convince the people of Georgia, 
for more than 200 American Legion- 
naires heard him say it at a luncheon 
in Atlanta. 

“He was even talking over the radio 
at the time, so hig denial is all the 
more ridiculous.” 

Charging Governor Talmadge 
“fought the president every step of the 
way,’ Pittman said Hart county farm- 
ers had received more than ‘$161,000 
in federal funds from the Roosevelt 
farm relief program. He told farmers 
in his audience that Talmadge “fought 
the seed loans that made it possible 
for you to make a crop this year.” 

Pittman charged that the governor 
“ridiculed the Bankhead bill and every 
other measure intended to stabilize 
the price of cotton at a level that 
would give you a decent profit.” 

Courthouse Yard Filled. 

The crowd began gathering early in 
the morning, and when the candidate 
arrived here from Cornelia, where he 
spoke Tuesday night, the courthouse 
yard was filled. 

Judge Pittman spoke from an espe- 
cially erected platform. He was in- 
troduced by Broadus Zellars, former 
legislator and state senator, ‘who de-

“There is a conflict between the

BY WORLD ENMITY 
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fearful by the realization that the 
rest of the world had suddenly turned 
the back of the hand to them. 

_ This attitude of the Japanese pub- 
lie is-reflected in the concise picture 
of Japan’s problems painted in a con- 
versation between the writer and a 
distinguished member of the Japanese 
government. 

“Only a little more than a half cen- 
tury ago,” this able and earnest orien- 
tal statesman pointed out, “Japan was 
an isolated and unimportant Far 
Kastern country. We had little or 
no contact with the outside world, 
but in our own way we were happy, 
contented and prosperous. Then the 
great western nations told us we must 
tear down the wall~we had built 
around us and take our proper place 
among the nations of the world. 

Forced Into Course, 

“We did not want to do so, but 
were forced to acquiesce. It will be 
recalled that as the result of the 
Shimoniseki incident, when the feudal 
lord of one of our southern islands 
attempted to defy the edict of the 
emperor that foreigners should be ad- 
admitted, we were forced to pay heavy 
indemnities, 

“As-a nation we put our shoulders 
to the wheel and began a half cen- 
tury of development that has not been 
equalled in the history of the world 
At one time we had more than 2,(K0 
paid advisers from America and Eu- 
rope instructing us in the ways of 
the western world. As a result of 
their aid, the co-operation of the other 
reat nations and the ability of the 
people to assimilate and 
adopt modern eonditions, we came to 
the place in the family of nations that 
we were told 50 years before we must 
attempt to attain. 

“Having done what we were told 
to do—having torn down the wall 
with which we had surrounded our- 
selves and having revolutionized our 
methods of. living—we are now told 
tht we must erect that wall again. 
Under modern conditions our terri- 
tory is not large enough to accom- 
modate our population, but one by 
one the nations of the world have 
closed their doors to immigration from 
Turning to industry to keep 
our people busy, we are now having

Keightly Is Delegated To

Federal labor relations officials 
Wednesday sought to untangle the net 
of strikes which has been keeping 
thousands of workers idle in many 
sections of the country. 

After conciliators at Washington 
had heard labor’s side of the four- 
day-old walkout of workers at the six 
plants of the aluminum company, Fred 
Keightly, labor department official, 


was designated to go to Pittsburgh to 
confer with executives of the company. 
Nearly 10,000 workers are on strike. 

President Roosevelt and other 
Washington officials received renew- 
ed pleas for-decisive action to end the 
truck drivers’ strike at Minneapolis. 
The appeals came from the employers 
advisory committee and asked that 
elections to determine the wish off 
employes concerning collective bar- 
gaining representatives be ordered.

The Americans reached a depth of 
3,028 feet, bettering their record of 
last Saturday by 518 feet and their 
goal of half a mile by 334. . 

The dive vas. made at approxi- 
mately the si.me spot where they 
went down four days ago, and the 
daring observers of undersea life were 
prevented from going deeper only by 
Captain James Sylvester, master of 
the barge from which they dropped 
into the sea. 

Captain Sylvester gave an order 
that no more cable be paid out, al- 
though 47 feet remained on the 
drum when the two men had reached 
the maximum depth. 

The scientists were sealed in their 
big sphere-for 2 hours and 46 min- 
utes, 2 hours and 41 minutes of 
which were occupied in going down 
and coming up.

Dr. Beebe reported that at 2,750 he 


saw a large gray shadow of the larg- 


est fish he ever saw in undersea ex- 
plorations.” It was illuminated by 
innumerable lights from small ¢rea- 
tures, 

At the maximum depth there was 
19 tons pressure on each window of 
the bathysphere and the pressure 
per square inch on the body of the 
device was half a ton. 

Barton took motion pictures, in- 
cluding some of the monsters sighted 
at 2,750 feet. 

Later in the afternoon Barton and 
Gloria Hollister, associate of Dr. 
Beebe in his work, made a *1.208-foot 
dive, the third descent for Miss Hol- 
lister. She made notes on squids and 
fishes. 

Dr. Beebe said that observations 
made during the last 500 feet of his 
dive indicated that for a half a mile 
fishes become larger, more numerous 
and brightly Uluminated., 

An American flag and a pennant 
of the National Geographic Society 
were fastened to the cable just above 
the sphere and thus taken further 
down in the sea than any flag has ever 
been. 

John Teevan, Jocelyn Grane and 
other members of the Beebe expedi- 
tion will make dives in the device 
later in the week.

Property Digest May 
Cause $345,000 Loss, Joe 
Little Informs Milam. 


The Atlanta city government Wed- 
nesday was faced with a $345,000 
shortage due to failure of the per- 


sonal property digest to produce $23,- 
000,000 which had been anticipated, 
Joe C. Little, senior tax assessor, m- 
Councilman gubrey Milam, 
vice chairman of the finance commit- 
tee. 

Little told Milam that his office 
is still checking books and personal 
properties with a view of obtaining 
the estimate carried in the June fi- 
nance sheet, and asserted he believed 
the shortage will be cut materially 
when all the returns are in. 

He expressed concern, however, that 
the entire amount would not be added 
for the year. 

Real estate and intangibles have 
been held to the estimated figure of 
the finance sheet anticipations, but 
a marked drop in personal property 
has been recorded. 

Atlanta's tax rate is 15 mills, and 
on the basis of the $23,000.000 figure 
quoted to Milam, the receipts would 
be 5,000 less than was expected 
from that source.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


OLD-TIME FIRE-FIGHTING. 
1V—Steam Fire-Engines. 

When James Watt began his fine 
work of making steam engines better, 
he could hardly have dreamed of the 
many uses which would be found for 
steam power. His first thought was 
to improve a mine pump which had 
broken down. Later he learned that 
steam could be ysed to drive boats. 
He died after tests had been made 
with steam locomotives but before they 
had won much success.

The steam fire engine was first used 
in London in 1830, just 11 years 
after Watt’s death. Many more years 
passed before the invention was proved 
“practical.” It was tested in this 
city and in that city, and .new kinds 
were brought out; but it was only in 
the latter part of the past cefitury 
tzat the value was shown beyond 
doubt. 

In January, 1891, a writer in Scrib- 
ner’s Magazine spoke with great pride 
of the fire alarms and engines of that 
time. Telling how firemen would 
fight a blaze which had started in the 
hasement of an office building after the 
business day was over, he wrote: 

“The policeman runs to the little 
red box set in a red lamp-post, which 


¢an be found in nearly every block. 


He opens a door in the box and gives 
a hook a pull. 


“A minute passes and then, away 
up the street, drawn by a galloping 
team of noble horses, with a roll of 
smoke above the burning coals below, 
comes the first steamer. A _ tender 
with a roll of hose is close behind it. 
From another street swings in a truck 
piled high with ladders. 


“Other engines reach the scene to 
find that the fire had gone roaring 
up the stairway and elevator shaft. 
It has burst through the ventilator, 
and is filling the air with flame and 
sparks, 

“As the front door is opened, the 
men are met by a gush of fire and 
smoke that hides them from view. 

“Line after line of hose is Jaid. 
Stream after stream is directed into 
the basement. Ladders are reared and 
other streams are carried to the floor 
above. 

“An iron pipe that towers 50 feet 
in air is placed before the burning 
building. At the top of the pipe, 
water is hurled from a nozzle through 
windows of the highest floor.” 

The writer adds that almost before 
the horses have “stopped panting,” 
the fire has been put out and “the 
roaring furnace becomes a steaming, 
soggy mass.” 

Often three horses were hitched to 
an engine. They were unhitched aft- 
er reaching the fire, and were tied 
or held by the bridle some distance 
away. People were thrilled when they 
saw them galloping along as they 
pulled the fire engines.

LAUDS KASERDOM 


Testament “Delivers” 


Power to Hitler Pending 
Monarchy’s Restoration 


BERLIN, Aug. 15.—(UP)—Presi- 
dent Paul von Hindenburg’s political 
testament in effect bequeathed rule 
of Germany to Adolf Hitler as cus- 
todian until the “inevitable return of 
kaiserdom,” it was revealed today. 

The aged field marshal. penned his 
words confident that monarchy was 
the “eternal rock’ upon which the 
German nation could build anew to 
a place in the sun. 

The testament, handed to Hitler at 
Berchtesgaden yesterday by Colonel 
Franz von Papen, new minister to 
Austria, does aot specifically leaye 
the presidency to Hitler, but intimates 
that von Hindenburg felt the nazi 
chief was possibly the best man at 
the™moment to continue the fight to 
freedom and equality which Germany 
has woged since the World War. 

The intimation came in one of the 
closing paragraphs. which reads: 

“My chancellor, Adolf Hitler, and 
his movemtnt have taken great steps 
of historical merit toward the great 
goal of leading the German people to- 
gether to inner unity over all profes- 
sional and class distinctions.
